Ragweed Here Again

I u sed to 
advocate in this colu mn that one 
way to relieve the hay fever men­ 
ace wou ld b e to employ b ands of 
lab orers with scythes to cu t down 
all the ragweed plants ab ou t this 
time of year in a ten-mile radiu s 
arou nd any city. 


Impractical Idea 
The plant is easy to identify 
and the idea seemed to me to b e 
feasib le. Bu t I am informed b y an 
ex tremely ab le b otanist that the 
desired resu lt wou ld b e impossib le 


posed to b reak b efore the child is 
b orn, or ab ou t the tim e? 
Answer: The amniotic sac is 
fu ll of a rather thick liqu id which 
su rrou nds the child and keeps its 
tem peratu re level.
